JAPAN, 
YOKOHAMA, 

From this port the P. and O. Mail brings us one day’s later 
news than that received nine days since by the French mail. 
Consequently there are no important events to 'chronicle ; but 
the following remarks from the Japan Times, on the forthcoming 
visit of the Foreign Ministers to Osaka, are interesting :— 

The principal political occurrence of the fortnight is the 
determination come to by the Foreign Ministers to accept an 
invitation tendered them by ’Stotsbashi, the new Shiogoon, to 
visit him at Osaka, It is believed to be their present intention 
to leave Yokohama for that purpose in about a fortnight. Such 
@ visit some time before the opening of the port next January, 
would in any case have been necessary—as there is much to 
settle regarding the position of the new foreign settlement, the 
anchorage, the tenure of land, erection of buildings for the 
Custom house and Bonded warehouses, residences of diplomatic 
agents, &c. It would be a great assistance to Ministers, we 
should think, if they were to ask the Chamber of Commerce to 
send its Secretary, or a duly authorised member, possessed of 
the wishes of the mercantile community here, whom they could 
consult with upon many points of detail}with which they must 
themselves, necessarily, be unacquainted. A serious mistake, 
and one which led very unfortunately to disagreeable 
results, was made by Sir Rutherford Alcock when the 
port of Kanagawa (so-called) was opened to foreign 
trade. It would be a:most regrettable circumstance were the 
opening of the new port of Osaka,’ which will in all probability 
ultimately be the centre of Japanese trade, to be marred by 
any similar error of judgment on the part of the representatives 
of treaty Powers, who aro sent here to make commercial 
treaties and whose earnest wish—as it is their first duty—is, in 
all they do, to consult the interests of the merchants of the 
nations which they represent. In a new trade, like this of 
Japan, it is especially necessary that those entrusted with 
diplomatic and political functions should make themselves 
conversant with the wishes of those whose interests are chiefly 
concerned. There are many points connected with the conduct 
of negotiations with the native Government, and especially 
regarding the important move of opening Osaka, in deciding 
which the opinion of the Chamber of Commerce would be 
of great use to the Ministers, and should be invited by them, and 
we shall be glad to hear that an expression of its ideas upon this 
one point has been sought. There are a number of merchants 
here whose opinions are opposed to opening the new port at all 
in the present depressed state of the trade, and if report be 
true, opinion is divided among the Ministers themselves as to 
the wisdom of the proposed measure, but on the other hand 





the new Shiogoon is believed to be very favourable to it. 
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The admirers of Japanese art and manufactures will havé 
(says the Japan Times) shortly after these lines are read in 
Europe, a most favourable opportunity of gratifying their 
curiosity by the examination of a splendid collection of articles 
sent from Yedo to the Paris Exhibition. The Azof, one of the 
P. and O. Company’s steamers, was chartered some time back, 
as we mentioned at the time, for the purpose of carrying these 
goods to Suez, where they will be received and forwarded on to 
France. She will sail to-day or to-morrow. The curios, 
&c., are spoken of by the very few who have seen them in most 
extravagant terms of praise, and some idea of the extent of the 
collection may be gathered from the fact that it takes up 500 
tons of the Azo/’s capacity. The ship is expected to make the 
trip to Sucz, touching, of course, for coal, &c., ab several ports on 
her way, in 30 dayg@and, putting the charter out of the question 
—a fair and uot exccssive one—the A-of’s voyage will be very 
useful to the Company as an experiment, which we ourselves 
shall watch with much interest. | 

Many Japanese of high rank have left or are leaving this 
country for the purpose of being present at the French Exhi- 
bition. We have (mentioned the departure of Satsuma’s 
brothers and suite from Nagasaki, and almost every mail now 
carries away Japanese passengers. A large number of young 
gentlemen have been sent to Europe for education, and the 
very best results are to be anticipated from the evidently strong 
desire manifested amongst the upper classes of Japanese to see 
for themselves the nations of the West. Nor are their efforts at 
self improvement confined to foreign travel. .A school under 
French direction has been for some time established at Benten, 
near the residence of H. E. the French Minister, and we are 
now able to announce that a school and college on the 
English system will shortly be opened here under the direction 
of an English principal ; orders were sent home by the mail 
before last for the necessary books. By the /phee arrived a 
number of French officers, commissioned and non-commissioned 
—all men carefully picked for the servicee—whose mission, 
though of perhaps not so useful a character to the people, will, 
when fulfilled, materially strengthen the power of the Shiogoon’s 
Government. They have been engaged as drill instructors to 
the Yedo army, which will be trained, clothed, and armed on 
the French model. Already a striking alteration is to be ob- 
served in the dressof tle native officials, who, as may be imagined 
look particularly absurd and far more like monkeys than 
men in European trousers dreadfully ill made, enormous 
boots, which the old habit of dragging the sandal quite unfits 
them to wear, and black coats overladen with silver lace and 
split up the back, to allow the long swords to stick out and 
stand for the tails of the animals to which we have irteverently 
compared them. But, though a violation of all resthetic pro- 
priety, the change in dress is, after all, evidence of a striving 
upward after what they deem a higher and better state than 
their own ; and when they can be induced to drop the mur- 
derous sabre of semi-barbarism, in favour of the humble walking 
stick of common life, we shall be delighted to put up with the 
offence to our taste of the ugliness of their dress—for the sake 
of their moral snd political improvement. 

The Japan Zunes notices the arrival of Dr. Macgowan in 
Yokohama, and says, ‘It would be vety well worth while for 
the Yedo Government to ask Dr. Macgowan to coustruct a line 
fur them between Yokohama and the capital. The Gorojiu 
have often complained of the expense to which they até put by 
the necessity of keeping up the large corps of mounted guards 
and couriers which are constantly passing and repassing along 
the Tvukaido. Indeed, it is not long since they showed them- 
selves ready to pay as much as $30,000 for a little steamer, 
sold afterwards to Chosiu for $45,000—which they proposed 
maintaining solely to take the Ministers to and from Yedo and 
Yokohama. A wire would save them many a vobang and the 
foreign plenipotentiaries and their suites many a ‘weary mile’s 
ride. The{Governments of Japan are, each in its own district, 
so strong and so well obeyed by the people that theré need be 
no apprehension of wilful damage to the communication—the 
great impediment hitherto met with in the East to the exten- 
sion of the tclegraph. Dr. Macgowan has the reputation of 
being an active-minded and energetic man, and it is more thah 
probable that one of the onward steps to be chronicled at the 
end of 1867 will be the introduction into this part of Japan of 
—the lightning letter writer.” 


A very important case arising out of the late fire has been 


decided in H.B.M.’s Court by the Consul, Mr. Myburgh, assisted. 


by Messrs. W. G: Aspinall and W. Marshall as ‘assessors, In 
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it the plaintiffs, Messrs. Bavier and Co., sued the defendants, 
Messrs. Hooper and Qlarke, for $10,509.25, tho value of 
waste silk and cocoons, press-packed by the latter for 
the former, and burnt in defendants’ godowns on the 26th 
November, 1866. According to the plaintiff's evidence, they 
believed the goods to be insured on the statement of Mr. 
Clarke to them that they were so, and that the price they paid, 
$2 per bale, included every charge, including insurance. After 
the fire the plaintiffs sent in their claim, when Mr. Clarke re- 
plied “that he was not responsible for loose bales, but only 
for pressed bales.” To this he was told that all their 
bales were pressed, when he answered—“ Well, then, it is all 
right, I am under-covered, and I shall have to pay you out of 
my own pocket. It's all right—you are insured.” The next 
day Mr. Clarke met Mr. Bavier and told him that at the time 
he spoke to him before he had not looked at his books, but he 
had since done so, and he found he was not liable for these 
bales as no insurance had been charged for. Messrs. Bavier 
and Co. had the silk and cocoons insured in their own godowns 
for $15,000, and would not have allowed them to remain in 
the defendants’ godowns a single night after they were packed 
had they not relied on their being insured by Messrs. Hooper 
and Clarke. The defence was that Messrs. Bavier and Abegg, 
both being foreigners, did not understand what Mr. Clarke 
had said ; which was—“I do not remember an engagement of 
that kind, but I do remember telling you on one occasion 
that I would let some goods lie in the godown, and as I was 
then fully covered I would protect you.” The goods thus 
allowed to remain protected by insurance had already been 
shipped, and the baies for which the claim was made were 
not covered, no charge having been made for insurance. Judg- 
ment was given for the defendants ; plaintiff to pay costs. 


NAGASAEI, 


A letter from this port, dated January 1, conveys the follow- 
ing interesting items :-—— 

A few days ago, to the astonishment of all—foreigners at 
least—-the Otentosama (belonging to Chosiu, and very actively 
engaged in the recent hostilities in the neighbourhood of Simo- 
noseki) made her appearance in our harbour. She came in 
flying Satsuma’s flag. She has since left for Kagosima, and I 
have ascertained that she has on board ambassadors from Chosiu 
to Satsuma, whose mission is to thank the latter prince for the 
very useful moral, and indeed material, assistance afforded by 
him to the patriot chief of Nagato, and to cement still more 
firmly the friendly relations which have for so long existed 
between the two Daimios. The fact of the Otentosama being 
able to venture into a Government port under the Satsuma flag, 
remain there unmolested, and depart without hindrance, is an 
undeniable proof of the influence which that great prince 
must have with the Shiogoon’s Government, or of the 
awe with which his power is regarded by the officials 
of his so-called Majesty; who, rather than run the risk 
of embroiling their master with him, are perfectly willing 
to ignore the presence in this port of a “rebel” steamer flying 
his colours. I have the best authority for stating that this is 
the reason why the Otentusama enjoyed this impunity, and you 
will, I should think, regard the fact as one vot without weighty 
meaning. Several other Japanese princes have sent messages 
of congratulation to Chosiu on the successful issue of the war 
sustained by him against the Shiogoon, whom they look upon 
as the common foe of themselves, the Mikado, and progress in 
this country. I have recently learnt also that *Chosiu has de- 
manded a heavy indemnity for the expenses of the war, thus 
taking a leaf out of the book of his own old foes, and adopting 
into his own vernacular the classical proverb “Fas est ab 
hoste doceri.” To enforce payment of this, he has marched 
a. large body of troops into the Kokura territory. If 
the indemnity demanded be paid, understand thet 
Chosiu is willing to restore te the Prince of Kokura all, or 


the greater part, of his territory which he at present occupies ; 


but should the Shiogoon’s Government reject his demands, he 
is prepared to exact it vz ef armis on the lands he now helds. 
The gunboat S/aney witnessed the transmission of troops te 
the Kokura side for this purpose. Considerable bodies of mén 
were observed, whose manceuvres were plainly visible from the 
deck of the vessel. The dress, accoutrements, and arms of 
the men appeared to be mostly of European make and fashion. 

Messrs. Glover and Co. gave a great ball on 31st December, 
which went off Very successfully. Dancing was kept up with 
great spirit until three o’oleck.the following , morning.

CHINA. 


SHANGHAI 

The new publication, entitled the Supreme Court and Consular 
Gasette, has reached its third issue, and appears admirably cal- 
culated to answer the purposes for which it is intended. Be- 
sides a full record of all legal proceedings, criminal and police 
reports, bankruptcy cases, and so forth, these three numbers 
contain original articles on the Law of ‘Bankruptcy, the Mixed 
Court, the new system of Consular Registration, and other in- 
- teresting subjects. There are also legal ‘‘ Notes and Queries,” 
a record of general weekly news, a commercial summary, and 8 
record of all changes in firms, &. The new publication pro 
mises to beeome useful and necessary, without trenching on the 
province of the local preas generally. 

BHANGHAI—PASI AND PRESENT. 

We have before us a Hong list for 1852 and a Hong list for 
1867 5 the one containivg only forty names of foreign houses, 
the other more than 300; the one issued when the only 
Chinese residents were the few who had not yet been disturbed 
in possession of their original tenements, the other when the 
native population within the English settlement alone num- 
bers about 70,000. It must be strange to the few old residents 
who can remember these primeval days, to compare the two, and 
to note the changes that have taken place, to recall Toong- 
foo as “ The Commercial House,” and the old Bank of India as 
“Victoria Hotel ;” when Hong Kong-street was occupied by 
native docks, and the Maloo not yet dreamed of ; when the old 
racecourse was still the scene of exciting struggles, and the 
banks of the Yang-king-pan were a mere suburb of tha native 
city. For there are still some left in the settlement who ean 
remember the pulling down of the old E-wo on the New Year’s 
eve of 1852-53, and the;bonfires on the bund with which the 
residents in those days were wont to celebrate the festival ; 
when Kun-ping was ruled by Sykes, Schwabe, and the Worth 
China Herald shone in solitary splendour under the manage- 
ment of H. Shearman; when the men who have given their 
pames to firms were active partners, and many of their 
successors were still assistants in the hong; when Sir 
Rutherford Alcock was Consul, and the Supreme Court 
had not entered into the imagination of the wildest 
dreamer; when medical practitioners were but three, 
and lawyers had not yet set foot on the soil. The Fives’ 
Court stood alone in those days, unencumbered by China 
houses and unrivalled even by the Racquet Court. One of 
Messrs. Olyphant’s godowns was habitually used as a theatre, 
and the site of the Club had not yet been purchased from its 
native owners, Jarvie, Thorburn’s and Fletcher's were not 
established in 1852; while Lindsay’s and Blenkin, Rawson’s 
were in high esteem. W.R. Adamson had not yet aspired to 
the dignity of a firm, and shared with W. Broughall the silk 
inspection of the port. The Oriental was the only bank, and 
J. Wright was a cabinet-maker. 

From a small foreign settlement, Shanghai has since then 
grown to be a great commercial emporium. Business has 
greatly altered, but it has also wonderfully increased. The 
commerce of the Yang-tze of the North and of Japan has since 
come to swell its trade, and foreign steamers by dozens ply to 
and from it on the coast of Yang-tze. Three mails instead of 
one disturb the tranquility of its merchants, and telegrams via 
Kiachta anticipate by a month the news which the P. and O. 
were formerly the first to bring. Yet in the face of 
this enormous development of trade and communication, 
the growl is uttered that Shanghai has run its course, 
and that the days of profitable business have departed. 
Those who say so can hardly have looked back to its early days, 
or must entertain an opinion little flattering to foreign, as 
compared with native, enterprise. Doubtless, fortanes are not 
to be made with the ease now that they were in 1852, because, 
though business has largely increased, there are hundreds more 
to share it. But those who remember the fate of other new 
ports which, from exceptional causes, have risen to @ sudden 
and unexpected pitch of prosperity, will hardly condemn the 
prospects of Shanghai because it has undergone a reaction from 
the piping days of 1862-3 and ’64. Many have succumbed in 
the struggle, and many others have been sorely tried. But 
those who remain will hardly let a trade of £30,000,000 
annually slip through their hands] witheut culling some of 
the profits involved. 
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The Recorder of the 19th Jan.‘'says :—“ At Messrs. Cowie 
and Co.’s auction yesterday the house and land, about 4 mow, 
belonging the late Mr. J. P. Dore, R.N., were sold for tls. 605. 





The lot bounded on the east by Mr. Birt’s bungalow, and mea- 


suring 21 mow, fetched tls. 360; and the half interest of a 


plot of land situated on the Stone Bridge-road, measuring 35 
mow, for tls. 160. The enormous decline in the value of land, 
&o., is indicated by the fact that the property of J. P. Dore, 
Esq., was formerly leased at £500 per annum. The lot of land 
next to Birt’s bungalow was sold actually for about one-third of 
the value of average land for the purposes of agriculture. From 
such a state of things as this we may surely hope for a reaction 
before long, as it is clear landed property cannot for any time 
keep below the value at which it will pay to plough it up with- 
out attracting capital for its purchase.” 


HANKOW. 
The following is from the Hankow Times :— 
Great astonishment was not unnaturally excited not only in 


China but also in England at the ridiculously high prices which 
were paid at the various ports for fine and finest teas at the 
commencement of the Beason. 
if we may judge by what we hear respecting most of those 
realised from the early arrivals from Hankow, must be 
disastrous in the fextreme; and it is a matter of interest

course of timc, however, it was seen that a considerable 
quantity of fine tea was still in the dealers’ hands, they being 
unable to quit them except at a considerable discount. 
realisation became compulsory when advices were received in 
England of very heavy shipments of new season’s teas being 
hurried forward, and thus large sales without reserve were 
resorted to, which weakened and considerably lowered the value

of all higher classes. The true position of the market must have 


been apparent to all who were in any way acquainted with these 


facts, and from the experience of former seasons it would have 
required but little foresight to predict that, if fine teas of the 


old season were forced off in any quantity just before the arrival 


of the new crop, they would meet sith a very cool reception and, 
at very poor prices. Notwithstanding this, however, we find 

the London brokers advising their friends in the most extra- 

vagant strain as to the prospects. As a specimen, we give the 
following, received in China in May last, as the opiniou of one 

of the first brokers in London, respecting the “ Expected prices 
before the 31st December, 1866 :” —

In coutrast with which the sales have actually been 2 chops 
at 2-6, the finest at 2-1 to 2-4, and the class below at 1-103 to 
2, and a drooping market at these prices. _ . 
Whence arises this discrepancy ? We do not pretend for 
one moment to justify buyers in China for paying prices higher 
ou the average than ever realised in England in any previous 
season, but at the same time we feel certain that never were 
such extravagant anticipations conveyed to intending operators. 
It is a notorious fact that the opening of the market is rarely 
very much under the limits at which purchases are autho- 
rised, the Chinese holders being generally well aware as 
to what prices buycrs cau afford to pay, and combine to 
obtain as near to them as possible. This information is all the 
more ensy to elicit when contracts are entered into, as it is 
deemed advisable, having once sent money into the country, to 
stretch a point to purchase rather than not invest at all; and 
when once armed with the power, the easy way in which the 
natives can play with the funds of others, and rival each other 
in paying high prices, can readily be imagined, as doubtless in 
many such cases a liberal discount is rcturned to the hong man. 
Those at home who would be inclined to rail at the recklessness 
and ,precipitancy of tea buyers in China should bear in mind 
that much of the mischief results from the prospects held out 
from England, and that at .present they view the position of 
the tea market in quite a different light from that afforded to 
any one in China in May last; and the depression now 
existing in London has chiefly sprung from causes which have 
arisen in the meantime. A considerable quantity of fine old

scason’s tea was in the hands of the trade, the losses realised 
on which have very materially crippled their resources and 
necessarily increaxcd their caution, in addition to which the 
trenendously heavy shipments sent from China from June to 
September must infallibly have inspired the London dealers 
with the most exaggerated estimate of the total supply of the 
season. We lope, however, that the lesson now being taught, 
though it may be severe, will work good for the future of the 
tea trade, and that the homo advisers may inquire more care 
fully and accurately into the true state of matters before ven 
turing to promulgate such sanguine and erroneous prospects a 
we have shown above. 








HONG KONG. 

The Evening Mail ceases on the 3lst January, and the China 
Hail will be issued daily. 

The following comments on the Mint are from the Daily 
Press :—By the mail which has just arrived we receive intel- 
ligence that £50,000 worth of silver has been purchased at 
home on forwarded on to this co'ony for the use of the Hong 
Kong Mint. From what we can ascertain, it appears that the 
silver has been forwarded to the Commissariat, with instructions 
that it shall be coined at the Mint. Under the present ar- 
rangements as to the amount of seignorage to be charged, the 
sum named will not give the Mint any great profit, only £500, 
but the act of the Home Government in sending the bullion 
forward may be taken as a favourable sign of its disposition to 
support the Mint. There is no doubt that if the Home QGo- 
vernment perseveres in that policy it may throw a great deal 
of work into our hands, and do something towards establishing 
the trembling fortunes of the Mint on a secure basis, Already 
there are some signs of renewed activity at East Point. One 
of the banks has sent in a parcel of silver for coinage within 


the last few days, about $20,000 worth, and some silver has | 3] 


been received frou Japan, silver which was partially melted 
during the late fire at Yokohama, and which is now sent as an 
experiment, to see how far it may be profitable to send down 
more. 

A Court of Inquiry has been held on the loss of the Corea, 
reported in our previous issues. The finding of the court was 
as follows :—“(1) That the steam-vessel Corea left the port of 
Hong Kong on the 19th January, laden with a cargo of general 
merchandise, under the command of Henry Vernon Russell, 
bound on a voyage to Yokohama; (2) That the loss of the said 
vessel happened on the morning of the 20th January, by her 
striking on arock off Flat Reef by Breaker Point ; (3) That we 
fully believe in the existence of a rock not laid down in the 
charts, inside of which coasting steamers have been in the con- 
stant habit of passing; and (4) That under the circumstances, 
as appear by the evidence, we do not consider that any blame 
can be attached to the commander or any member of the crew 
of the steamer Corea, on account of the accident which befel 
that vessel and her consequent loss.” 

On the subject of railways in China the Daily Press says :— 
“We are given to understand that the Chinese Government 
has granted the Imperial sanction to the construction of a 
railway from Soochow to Shanghai. From what we learn it 
would seem that the present scheme has nothing to do with that 
project for a railway between Soochow and Shanghai which was 
laid before Sir MacDonald Stevenson’s company by two English 
engineers afew months ago, but is altogether a French under- 
taking, the Imperial sanction having been obtained through the 
French legation. The smallest things in which the Chinese 
Government and the foreign diplomatists are concerned is always 
shrouded in a haze of mystery ; and it is not surprising, therefore, 
that the commencement of so important an era in the history 
of European relations with this country as the introduction of 
railways should be enveloped with all the secrecy and elaborate 
solemnity which is compatible with the circumstances.” 

An important transfer of steamers has lately been made at 
Shanghai, Messrs. Dent and Co. having sold to the Shanghai 
Steam Navigation Company their two splendid vessels, the 
Fusiyama and the Hirado, together with the wharves and go- 
downs at Shanghai used in conducting the traffic of the Yang- 
tze. The same company has purchased Messrs. Jardine’s 
interest in a new steamer launched for them in the Clyde, and 
now coming out, and will in this way command the navigation 
of the river; but the sale by Messrs. Dent and Co. has been 
made conditionally on an undertaking by the company not to 
charge more than a certain rate of freight. 

The steamer Colorado, the pioneer of the Pacific Mail Steam- 
ship Company’s fleet, reached Hong Hong from San Francisco 
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via Yokohama on the 31st January, with freight and passengers 
and with telegrams from England to Decembw 30, an! from 
New York to the 29th. The Colorado was saluted on entering 
the harbour by the U.S.S. Hartford and by other ships. 

The following is the purser’s report :— 

The P.M.S.S. Co.’s steamship Co/orado, Geo. H. Bradbury, 
commander, sailed from San Francisco, January lst (or January 
2nd, Hong Kong time), with passengers, mails, merchan- 
dise, and treasure for Yokohama and Hoog Koag. During 
the greater part of passage she experienced head winds 
and heavy weather between San Francisce and Yoko- 
hama, at which port she arrived January 24th, baviuz made 
the passage in 22 days, and steamed 5,258 miles * without 
once stopping the engine. At Yokohama received on board 
passengers, merchandise and treasure for Hong Kong, and sailed 
at noon of the 25th instant, arrivinzy at Hong Kong January 
31st. She had 42 passengers for Yokohama. The following is

(FROM A CORRESPONDENT.) 
JANUARY 31, 1867. 

The approach of the Chinese holidays—we are within five 
days of China New Year—has paralysed all business operations 
of the more important descriptions, and in the political world 
there is likewise nothing stirring to relate. A month’s trial of 
the Ordinances introduced for the better government of the 
colony has shown their highly beneficial tendency in the way of 
promoting control over the native population both ashore and 
afloat, and the most persistent opponents of Sir Richard Mac- 
Donnell’s policy, as, for instance, the Daily Press newspaper, 
have been constrained to confess that the ordinances providing 
registration of all Chinese ashore and supervision over all junks 
in harbour have been brought smoothly into operation and have 
produced good results. 

The New Year’s holiday time is to be utilised by the two 
most prominent public companies here for the purpose of 
holding general meetings. The Hong Kong and Shanghai 
Banking Corporation will, it is understood, declare a dividend 
of $74 per share ($125 paid up) for the half year, or at 
the rate of 12 per cent, per annum, a most favourable pros- 
pect for the investors in this well-managed concern; but 
in the case of the Hong Kong and Canton Steamship Com- 
pany there can be no prospect of any dividend to shareholders 
for some time to come, in view of the heavy preliminary 
expenses to be wiped off, and the large amount of capital locked 
up in unproductive steamers. 

Another steamship company, viz., that estadlished at Shan- 
ghai under the title of “the Shanghai Steam Navigation 
Company,” and which was constituted in 1862 through the 
transfer of Messrs. Russell and Co.’s direct interest in their 
river steamers plying on the Yang-tze, has, according to the 
latest accounts, taken over the two steamers hitherto owned by 
Messrs. Dent and Co., and running in competition with the 
company’s vessels. The latter have now the monopoly of the river 
traffic, and it maybe presumed that this circumstance will put the 
directors in the pleasurable position of declaring one of these days 
a dividend for the first time since the formation of the company. 
The same corporation has also purchased for about $530,000 
all the property owned by Messrs. Dent and Company at 
Shanghai, with the exception of the land on which their business 
premises stand, The tracts of land they have now parted with 
measure I believe some fifteen acres in extent, and were 
purchased at fabulous prices in 1861-2-3, with the view of 
deriving immense future profit from their position on the water 
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frontage. Mr. Edward Webb, who was until 1864 the managing 
partner in Dent and Co. at Shanghai, is expected shortly to 
return to China in connection with the house of Birley and Co. 

By the French mail which left this a day or two ago three 
Chinese females went on their way to Paris, to form part of the 
“curios” to be exhibited at the coming Exposition, but they 
were not, as is erroncously stated in the local newspapers, 
singing women or actresses, though doubtless French ingenuity 
will cause their ultimate development into imposing char- 
acters of some description, most probably Mandarins’ wives. 
They are most commonplace pei.:ons in reality, one being a do- 
mestic servant in a forcign houschold at Canton, the other a 
gardener’s wife, and the third possibly no better. Unlike 
the Japanese, the Chinese, both merchants and officials, 
have declined to take any interest in the Expositioa, and 
I have not heard of a single article being despatched, 
with the exception of those purchased by the French agent, NM. 
de Meritens, who was allowed 200,000 francs for this purpose. 
On the other hand, the more enterprising Government of Japan 
has despatched a large assortment of native productions and 
manufactures. 7 

A scandalous transaction has recently taken place at Amoy. 
Some U.S. citizens of that energetic class from wrich so mavy 
promising specimens of the genus rowdy have b2en kr: an in 
China having entered into arrangements wth a barraccon 
keeper at Macao, proceeded some distance into the interior, 
kidnapped a couple of hundred villagers and boatmen, carried 
them by force to Amoy, and shipped them on board the French 
barque Za Vierge, which at once put to sea without a Customs’ 
clearance, and mado sail for Macao. On the affair becoming 
known, one of the foreign Customs’ employés at once proceeded to 
Macao, bearing despatches from the Chinese authorities, de- 
manding the rendition of the kidnapped Coolies ; but Governor 
Horta’s past actions do not encourage a very lively hope of this 
being promptly acceded to. This desperate action on the part 
of the coclie-agents is properly due to the difficulty which 
prevails in obtaining recruits for the barracoons, owing in a 
great measure to the increased vigilance of the Chinese officials 
near Macao. 


COCHIN CHINA. 
SaIGon. 

Frem this port two incidents are reported that show the 
absolute necessity that pow exists for the establishment of an 
English Consulate without delay. Tne first is the loss of the 
British barque Wallaroo, of 611 tons, in the river. Although 
she had a full cargo, which was insured for £29,000, no Court 
of Inquiry could be held on the spot, owing to there being no 
Consul. No lives were lost, and the crew were taken on to 
Singapore in H.M.S. Pearl. 

The other case is one of some commercial interest. An 
action was brought before the 7'ribunal de Commerce to recover 
payment of a promissory note for over £9,000; and falthough 
the defendant admitted his signature, the claim was dismissed 
because the body of the note, as well as the signature, was not in 
his handwriting! This is strong confirmation of the remarks 
made in our last issue on the utter uselessness of this tribunal 
as a court of justice, and the urgent necessity for affording ade- 
quate protection to British interests. 


SIAM. 
‘ BANGKOK. 

The Bangkok Recorder states that M. Aubaret has com- 
menced an action for libel against the publisher of that paper, 
for baving given circulation to certain comments on his conduct 
towards the King of Siam. The following is the paragraph 
announcing the action :— 

“We regard it our duty to inform the public that the 
editor and proprietor of the Bangkok Recorder has been sued 
by M. Aubaret, the French Consul, on the plea of damages for 
libel ; that both plaintiff and defendant appeared at Court 
before J. M. Hood, Esq., United States Consul, on the 3rd 
inst.; and that the trial of the case was then postponed to 
the 21st inst., at ten o'clock as. Plaintiff grounds his charge 
on that part of our report where we say the French Consul 
spoke disparagingly of his Excellency the Prime Minister, and 


was said to have proposed to nominate another man as his ; 


successor.” 

The following letter as been sent by the editor tu M. An- 
baret, apparentiy as an apology :— 

“ Sir,—I pray that you will «sliow me throug: J. M. Mouod, 
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Esq., U.S. Consul, to come in this way before you for the pur- 
pose of offering some explanation, «uc proposing some amicable 
settlement of the affair in whicia you feel that 1 have agerieved 
you. After further ant civeful inquiry I am now inclined to 
think that the repyr 4 w'uca [ made in the Bangkok Recorder 
of the 20th ult. w.c¢ cased on some misunderstanding of the 
true sense of that ;.:1t of vour conversation with his Majesty 
the King of Siam m .iting to H.E. the Prime Minister. 

“The Siamese Gove:nment affirms that there was a great mis- 
take mado in this muiter. and there secms to be collateral 
evidence that what it atlicrms in regard to that point is true—to 
wit—that you did not cemand or even request that H.E. should 
be removed from his placc as Premier, but only that he should 
be removed from his pest as Chief Commissioner in reference to 
the Cambodian ‘Treaty. 

“ For any expressions in the article with which you feel 
aggrieved, and which may not be true, and in regard to which 
I have been misinformed, I am willing to make all reasonable 
apologies and oorrections. 

“ Allow me to declare unto you that my only object in writing 
that article was to perform faithfully what I regarded my duty

STRAITS OF MALACCA. 
SINGAPORE. 


From this port our advices are to the 7th February (three 
days later than by the French mail delivered on the 6th instant). 
No later English mails had arrived out in the interval. 

The chief subject of interest is the Erin barratry case, the 
decision in which has already been briefly announced by tele- 
graph. It will be remensbered that the “yin foundered at sea 
eleven days after leaving Bangkok. Ata Court of Inquiry held 
by the British Consul there, some suspicious circumstances 
were clicited, and the master and mate were sent to Singapore 
to be tried for wilfully casting away the ship. In the meantime 
some evidence transpired implicating Mr. Scott, whose firm had 
effected several heavy insurances op the cargo. It was dis- 
covered, in fact, that the quantity of cargo was largely over- 
stated, and its value exaggerated, and these facts not being satis- 
factorily explained, Mr. Scott was included in the indictment. 
The trial began on the 23rd January, but after proceeding three 
days the jury had to be discharged in consequence of some 
irregularitics. The case was begun de novo on the 29th, and 
concluded on the 2nd instant. All the prisoners were found 
guilty, and sentenced to penal servitude, Mr. Scott and the 
master for life, and the mate for ten years. Mr. Scott, whose 
firm had always been esteemed a respectable one, was the subject 
of great commiseration. 


PENANG. 


Dates from this port are to the 9th Fobruary. 
following items from the Penang Gazette :— 

“Sir William Hackett, the new Recorder, and Lady Hackett, 
arrived on the 21st January last in the P. and O. steamer 
Behar. At twelve o’clock on the same day he went into court 
and took the usual oaths of office and allegiance, which were 
administered to him by the Resident Councillor in the presences 
of the members of the bar, the magistrate, coroner, aud other 
officials, after which these were invited to the Judge’s chambers 
and introduced to Sir William by the Resident Counc'llor. 

His [Excellency Sir Gaspard le Marchant, Commander-in- 
Chief of the Madras Army, and Staff arrived here from Burmah 
in the steamer Cieduba, on a tour of inspection to the Straits. 
His Excellency, after kolding a review of the troops at the lines, 
departed the same evening for Mafacca and Singapore. We 
understand his Excellency will probably, should there be time, 
visit Java previous to his return. 

We understand that the Government of India have instructed 
the local Government of British Burmah to adopt measures 
for obtaining an accurate survcy for a line of railway, to pass 
from the port of Rangoon through Pegu territory to tho 
Burmese boundary, and thence onward by tle most practicable 
route to reach Western China. ‘The survey is to commence 
from Rangoon in the direction of the old city of Pegu, thence 
onward to the east side of the Sittanz river, and foilow any 
practicable course between the Sittany and Salwan_ rivers 
towards the northern boundary, where it wonld terminate for 
tuis year, and be continued at the next cold season into Bur- 
mcese territory.

COMMERCIAL REPORT. 
CHINA EXPORTS. 

Cantox.—Tga.—The market remained perfectly quiet until within 
the last few days, when an unexpected settlement of the two best chops 
Congou was effected at the extreme price of taels 30 per picul. The chops 
settled are ‘‘Oan Thie,” and “ Tan Qui,” for which holders some ten days 
since were anxious to accept considerably lower rates ; the present settling 
prices bring the market up again to the highest point it attained throughout 
the past season, at which it closes for outgoing mail; holders naturally at 
once becoming again very firm, and thus entirely precluding most intend- 
ing buyers from entertaining any ideas of operating. 

Amoy.—The remaining stocks in the market, amounting in all to about 
5,000 packages Oolong and 200 packages Congou, have been settled during 
the past fortnight at about previous rates, and this season is therefore closed. 

FoocHow.—Congou: A large business has been done for England, 
Australia, America, and the Commissariat of India, and the stock is now 
reduced within very narrow limits. A purchase (on the 8th January) of 
8,000 chests was made half a tael cheaper than prices current before the 
departure of last mail. Since then prices for all grades have steadily ad- 
vanced, and a rise of 14 to 2 taels is quoted. Oolong: The market has 
been cleared of these for America. The settlements reported include 
33,328 chests, 19,854 half-chests, and 2,746 boxes of Congou at taels 6 to 
24, say 1,209 chests, and 3,242 half-chests, at taels 6 to 12 for dust and 
broken leaf, 10,494 chests, 4,059 half-chests, and 1,746 boxes, at taels 12 
tv 15 for common to good common, 21,625 chests, 12,552 half-chests, and 
1,000 boxes, at taels 14 to 24 for flavory to good flavory. Souchong : Fair 
to good, 2,620 chests at taels 16 to 25.5. Oolong: Inferior, 1,190 half-chests 
at taels 12.5to 15. Common to fair cargo, 20,000 chests at taels 15.5 to 
19. Scented: Common to fair, 946 boxes at taels 16 to 20. 

SHANGHaI.—Black Tea has continued to decline, and a further con- 
cession on the part of holders has only resulted in the settlement of about 
3,000 chests. The rates paid for these, though averaging one tael per 
picul Jess than in the previous fortnight, are stillnearly Id. per Ib. above 
the latest London values. Arrivals have been few, and the stock is now 
reduced to 14,000 chests of all descriptions. 

Hankow.—2,000 chests Congou had been settled, at 12.2.5 taels to 
13.7.5 for common Oonams and 16 to 16.2.5 taels for common to fair 
Oopacks, prices which show no decline on the rates previously paid. 
One chop of 650 chests had been shipped to Shanghai. 2,700 chests 
remained in stock. 

K1ux14nG.— There has been no business done either in Black or Green 
Teas, the increase in the export being due to shipments on native ac- 
count. There were still about 15,000 packages Green Tea to come from 
the country. re 

Yoxouama.—There has been very small business in the tea market 
since the date of the last report, viz., 29th December. The teamen have 
given way considerably in their demands, showing a decline in rates of $2 
- to 3 per picul in some instances, and they are very eager to dispose of 
their stocks prior to the New Year holidays. Quotations as given below 
must be considered quite nominal. Settlements are estimated at about 
1,500 piculs. Quotations and stocks stand as follows:—Good common, 
$15 to 22; stock, 1,000 piculs. Medium, $23 to 28 ; stock, 2,000 piculs. 
Good medium, $29 to 32; stock, 2,000 piculs. Fine, $33 to 36; stock, 
1,000 piculs. Finest, $37 to 43; stock, 400 piculs. 

Raw SILkK.—CAnNTON.—Transactious towards the latter part of the 
fortnight have been large as regards Tsatlee Reel. During the early part 
of the fortuightJarrivals were gradually taking place, and rates were be- 
coming somewhat easier, when a buyer entered the market and prices 
became firmer. Settlements for the fortnight and stocks are as follows :— 
Tsatlee No. 1 412 bales, £590; Loong-kong, No. 1, 40 bales, #570; 
Kowkong, 30 pels., $510; Lacklow and J{Cumchuck, no sales, #550; 
Seulam, do., $420; Re-reeled Cumchuck, 200 boxes, $620; Punjum, 
200 pels., $150; Pierced Cocoons, 20 pels., $95; ,Waste Silk, 50 
bales, $79. 
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SHANGHAI.— Settlements of China Silk are estimated at about 900 
bales for the past fortnight, about 100 bales of which went forward by the 
last English mail after the statistics relating to this port in the last issue 
were made up. Transactions have been chiefly in barter against imports, 
so that the prices paid have been naturally irregular. (:ood chup Silk stull 
maintains its price. a few bales of best No. 3 Tsatlee having been taken for 
America at taels 570 to S80. It is generally believed that but little more 
Silk will be brought down to this market after the Chinese New Year. 

YoxoHAMA.—Prices having further receded in consequence of the 
paucity of purchases during the earlier part of the fortnight, an active busi- 
ness sprang up, which was rather encouraged by the intelligence brought by 
the mail of the 10th November, but again checked by that of the 19th 
November, which arrived on the 13th instant. As the native dealers on 
the approach of the Japanese new year are generally eayer to dispose of 
their stock, it is expected that under the depressing influence of the last 
news from Europe prices will further yo down. Arrivals during the fort- 
night have been on a very reduced scale; they brought a few parcels of 
hank silk of good quality, but none of the finer sizes, and the unsold stock 
is now under 600 piculs. Owing to the enormous quantity of silks rejected 
after inspection its general quality is poorer than ever. 

Drucs, &c.—Canton.—Caasia Lignea very scarce. and a small arrival 
of 200 piculs was sold immediately placed at $19-50. Inquiry con- 
tinues, but there is no stock left. Cassia Buds, offered at reduced terms ; 
say at $40, but no‘disposition exists to purchase stock 100 piculs. Cassia 
Oil, 6 piculs offering at ¢185. China Galls, quiet at $13-50, with 60 
piculs on the market. China root, 3-50. Galangal, $1-80, neglected ; 
supplies amount to 300 piculs Vermillion, somewhat easier at $39 per 
box of 5() catties for present quality. Rhubarbin low quantities remains 
on offer, but no transactions have occurred. 

Cuina Grass.—SHANGHAI.— Stock, 3,000 to 4,000 bundles. No. I, 
none, Tis. 16.5, nominal ; No.‘2, Tis. 14to 15.5; No. 8, Tis. 13.5to 14; 
Green, Tis. 11. Business continues confined to Chinese, as these prices 
are considerably above the parity of London quotations. 


CHINA AND JAPAN IMPORTS. 

The usual depressing effect uf the approaching China New Year has been 
felt, in some of them to a greater extent even than usual, and the opera- 
tions of the fortnight have been devoid of any general characteristics. 

Coats.—Hong Kono.—The coal arrivals during the fortnight com- 
prise 1,568 tons Weish, 1,250 tons Australian, and 1,300 tons patent fuel. 
Of this quantity none came in the market except 850 tona of Australian, 
the remainder being for consumers. The market is firm, English may be 
quoted at $13-50; Welsh, $14; Australian, 84 to $9. 

SuaANGHat.— The market is firm. The only sales effected have been 
small parcels from godown at higher rates, viz.:—English Steam Coal, 
Tls. 12.5.0; Australian, Tls. 9.3.0 to 10.0.0; American Anthracite, 
Tls. 12.0.0; Japan, Tls. 6.5.0 per ton. OF Cardiff and North Wales Coal 
none on the market for sale. Arrivals since the 7th inst. were 1,212 tons 
from Great Britain, 90! tons from Australia, and 200 tons from Japan,— 
in all, 2,310 tons. The quotations are :—English, Tis. 12.0.0 to 12.2.5 
per ton; Cardiff, Tls. 13.0.0 per ton; Welsh, Tls. 12.0.0 per ton; Ameri- 
can Anthracite, Tls. 11.5.0 to 12.0.0 per ton; Sydney, Tls. 9.0.0 to 9.5.0 
per ton; Japan, Tls. 6.0.0 to 8.0.0 per ton; Formosa, Tls. 5.0.0 to 6.0.0 
per ton. 

YoKxoHAMA.—The import market has remained in the dullest possible 
state. At this time of the year there is never much demand, as the native 
merchants are mostly employed in settling up their accounts; in apite of 
this, however, goods have in past years generally been saleable at a slight 
concession in price, and for delivery after the Japanese New Year. This 
year, however, an entire absence of demand for the chief staples appears 
to be the feature in the import market, and prices for nearly everything 
must be considered nominal. No doubt the large importations of every 
description of goods from China has materially assisted the general dull- 
ness. Dyed Brocades and Spots, Turkey Red Plain and Figured are all 
lower, and very difficult of sale. Black Camlets from $28 have receded 
to $23. Black Velvets are saleable, but a few arrivals would soon weaken 
the market. Yarn 16-24 continues in demand, as there is little or none 
here. Metals are difficult of sale.

TO THE LORDS COMMISSIONFRS OF HER MAJESTY’S TREABURY. 

My Lorps.—We, the undersigned merchants trading with Caiva, 
Japan, Singapore, Penang, Siam, Borneo, Java, and Manila, observing 
that notice has been given to terminate the present nail contract with the 
Peninsular and Oriental Steaia Navigation Company, and being deeply 
interested in the establishment of a more satisfactory system of mail com- 
munication with China and the above named places, respectfully urge the 
following facts on your lordships’ consideration. 

That under the system at present in force the homeward mails are re- 
tarded by unnecessary delays en route. 

This is extremely prejudicial to the interests of those concerned in the 
trade, and that it is totally unnecessary is evidenced by the fact that tbe 
Messageries Imperiales steamers have during the past year -rought the 
mails from Shanghai to Marseilles, on an average, in seven days’ less time 
than the Peninsular and Oriental Company's. 

The annexed table, published in the London and China Telegraph of 
98th February, shows that during the year 1866 the average number of 
days taken to convey the mails from Shanghai to London wasi by the 
French Company, 444 days, and by the English, 514. 

The homeward mails and passengers are aften detained as much as 
four days at Galle, waiting for either the Calcutta orthe Australian steamer . 
Again, it frequently happens that on the arrival of the mails at Alexandria 
there is no steamer in readiness to convey them to Marseilles, and a delay 
in Egypt on one occasion of five days, and on another of eight, bas occur- 
red during the present year. 

We therefore suggest that the importance of the trade demands that the 
service should be worked from Hong Kong direct to Suez, calling at 
Singapore, Penang, Galle, and Aden, with a branch service between 
Hong Kong, Shanghai, and Yokohama, calling at the intermediate ports ; 
and that a steamer should be in readiness at Alexandria to bring the mails 
onto Marseilles. ‘The magnitude of the postal arrangements for India, 
China, Australia, &c., render it competent for the service to be divided 
into sections, inviting tenders for the whole, or for each portion separately. 

Were these suggestions carried out, we are confident that the distance 
between [ong Kong and Marseilles might easily be performed in  thirty- 
seven days. The last French mail left Hong Kong on the 28th January, and 
arrived at Marseilles at seven P.M. on the 4th March, thus occupying ouly 
thirty-five days.

THE LONDON AND CHINA EXPRESS. 


Pe BLISHE ‘Don the departure of the Mails ria Marseilles on the 
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News; Commercialand Shipping Reports, and Special notices of Trade with the bax 
Hast 
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THE COMING TEA SEASON, 

“In te(a) spes est”—once the hopeful motto of ‘the 
“ olfactory corps ” in China—has now become obsolete, if in- 
deed it be not entirely forgotten by the members of that impor- 
tant body. The remonstrances we have from time to time 
addressed to purchasers at Foochow and Hankow have been 
persistently and recklessly disregarded, with what fatal results 
the present state of the trade but too faithfully indicates ; still, 
the time has now come when it appears to us a duty once more 
to raise a warning voice, hoping, almost against hope. that it 
may not pass unheeded on the eve of the campaign of 1867-68. 
As usual at this season, we hear of extensive credits being sent 
out to facilitate the purchase of new season’s tea; and a little 
serious thought as to the mode in which these orders are yiven, 
the hands they are entrusted to, and the probable manner in 
which they will be carried out, can hardly, we believe, be con- 
sidered unprofitable. First, then, as to the nature and extent of 
the orders. It has of late years become a practice, more and 
more extensively adopted, to send out to commission houses loose 
if not altogether open orders for tea. Now here is a thoroughly 
unsound principle to begin with. We have no wish to bear hardly 
upon commission houses—in which category, indeed, must be 
included many of the most respectable and highly esteemed 
firms in China,—yet we cannot blind ourselves to the fact that 
when a loosely worded order, or one conferring wide discre- 
tionary powers, is entrusted to a commission agent, there isa 
chance of such powers being strained to their utmost limits to 
admit of the prompt execution of the order to its fullest ex- 
tent ; while if a safe limit had been strictly enforced, the order 
would not perhaps have been executed at all. The latter cause 
might sometimes give rise to disappointment, but seldom to 
loss ; the former can hardly fail to result iti both. 

We have next to consider the hands into which these orders 
fall at the tea-shipping ports. Many of them we fear are en- 
trusted to tea-tasters of not very matured experience; men 
who, however competent they may be considered as judges of 
the article itself, have proved by their operations during the 
last two years their lamentable deficiency in the knowledge of how 
and when to buy it. The temptation to do an extensive business 
and to load many ships; the certainty of earning a commission 
without incurring any risk ; aud the ready facilities offered by 
competing banks, are all causes that militate against the exer- 
cise of that extreme caution that should be regarded as a sine 
gua non in those who are entrusted with the investment of 
large sums of money belonging to others. Add to these 
the excessive competition to secure the first and finest 
chops of the season, and we need be at no loss to 
discover how it is that the astute Chinese, quick to 
profit by the palpable eagerness of their victims, continue 
to enrich themselves at the expense of our merchants. One 
evil result of this excessive haste to ship, is that the grower 
is often so hurried in bringing forward his tea, as to place it on 
the market in anything but a fit state to stand the long sea 
voyage ; in which case the out-turn must necessarily be unsatis- 
factory, however fine the original quality of the lcaf. Eager 
buyers lay far too much stress on tho reports conveyed in cir- 
culars of any slight improvement or actual advance in the home 
markets, aud readily advance their offers, in a like proportion, 
although ignorant of the cause and probable duration of the 
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improvement ; matters which should be attentively studied bya a 
careful operator. 

Of late it has become manifest that the operations even of 
the large China firms themselves have fared no better than the 
orders entrusted to commission houses and tea-tasters. Some 
of the causes of this are doubtiexs identical with those above 
enumerated ; but in many cases it is In a certain degree owing 
to the prevalent custom of the firm taking all responsibility off 
the hands of the tea buyer, by giving positive instructions 
what to buy and when to buy it; instcad of leaving those 
puints to the buyer himself, who has, or ought to have, a 
thorough knowledge of his business from long experience in 
the home markets, and who, mvreover, in this case, has or 
should have no personal interest in premature or too extensive 
operations. Hisorders should be “buy us tea to a certain 
extent, if you can do so to pay a profit; but not otherwise.” 
And by that test he should stand or fall. <A repetition this 
season of last year’s scale of prices must inevitably bring 
with it a recurrence of last year’s losses. Hoping, as we 
have already said, almost against hope, that such another 
sid chapter in the history of the China trade may yet 
be averted, we present these remarks for the consideration of 
those interested in it. It may be said that none of our argu- 
ments are new; that they have all been brought forward over 
and over again. So much the worse, then, for those who read, 
and yet ignore thom; who hear, but will not heed. Hitherto 
all words of caution from this side have been treated with 
contempt by those to whom they were addressed ; and we have 
scen the result in a long Jist of failures, and in old and honoured 
firms, whose very names were once held as types of wealth and 
solvency, now tottering on the verge of bankruptcy. Let but 
the same reckless disregard bo continued through another 
season, and the houses left standing will be few indeed. 


THE DUTCH 1 IN SU MA TRA. 

THE question of the Dutch aggressions in Sumatra has been 
mooted in the House of Commons by Mr. Waits, who asked 
for papers, and received from Lord StaNLEY a promise to pro- 
duce any “that could be published without inconvenience to 
the public service.” It is to be hoped that at least some may 
appear that will throw a little light on this much-vexed and 
long agitated question, the present aspect of which is far from 
satisfactory. ‘The Dutch have scized allthe ports from Assahan 
to Timor, which belong to the Sultan of Acheen, but which 
the Dutch claim as belonging to Siak. The Sultau of Acheen 
complains that he has received no answer to his letters to the 
Governor, calling on the British Government to mediate be- 
tween him and the Dutch according to treaty ; which commu- 
nications are alleged to have been left unanswered for upwards 
of two years. This iscertainly a matter demanding prompt 
investigation, and indicates that a new broom was required in 
the Straits Government. 








THE STRAITS GOVERNMENT APPOINTMENTS. 

Ir was only natural that the superseded officials of the 
Straits Scttlements should use their influence in the House of 
Commons to procure an explanation of the apparently uncour- 
teous treatment they have been subjected to; and, as will be 
seen in our Parliamentary intelligence, a discussion has taken 
place regarding it. The explanation given, however, clearly 
shows that no slight was intended, and that in fact the Szcre- 
TARY FOR Inpia had in some degree gone out of his way to 
ascertain the course likely to be adopted by the Colonial-office, 
and to communicate the information thus obtained to the Go- 
VERNOR-GENERAL of India. The delay was the unavoidable 
result of this circuitous course, rendered necessary by the Straits 
officials being under Indian jurisdiction, and isin itself an 
additional proof of the necessity of the change.

On the 5th inst. Messrs. Blackwood and Gordon launched 
from their building yard at Glasgow a handsome screw steamer 
for Sir James Brooke, K.C.B., Rajah of Sarawak. The vessel 
was named the Jtoyalist, and is of the following dimensions :— 
Length, 145 feet, breadth of beam, 22 feet; depth, 11 feet ; 
tonnage (builders’ measure), 340 tons. Her engines, which are 
on the direct acting principle, are being fitted on board in the 
builders’ dock, alongside the yard, and it is expected she will 
be ready to go to sca in about four weeks.

HOLLAND. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 


RotTeRDAM, Marcu 7. 

After a debate that lasted not less than eight days, in which all other 
subjects were swamped by the discussions about the constitutional question 
of the former sitting, the Second Chamber at last finished with glancing at 
the reason by which that Parliament was dissolved, and the consequences 
of that measure and matters of fact were taken up. During this long de- 
bate the Liberals did nothing but protest against the opinion of the Cabi- 
net that Parliament had not the right to disapprove of the appoint- 
ment of Mr. Myer to be the Governor-General of the East Indies, whilst 
the Ministers persevered in defending the measures taken by them. It 
was only when the budget for the Department of Foreign Affairs was taken 
up that the Second Chamber dealt with material facts and questions. I 
scarcely need say that nothing created more interest than the discussions 
about the rumours that deterred the publicin such a high degree, and of which 
I spoke in my last. And indeed such was the uneasiness that was created 
by the increased warlike rumours spread by the Coniervative papers that 
almost a panic prevailed. Business had come to a standstill ; the quota- 
tions at the stock markets were lower and lower every day, and even the 
insurance brokers refused to ingure ships without the clause on the policies 
—' free from molest of war.” The Ministers, however, behaved them- 
selves as did they not know anything of that what passed. At last, how- 
ever, an interpellation took place, and then the Minister van Zuylen 
declared, but not before he was closely pressed, that there had never been 
any question of the rumour spread by the Amsterdam Courant that 
Prussia bad demanded of Holland that the plan of dismantling Maestricht 
and Venlo should be given up, and that Prussia should have the right 
of placing garrisons within these fortified places. ‘‘ No,credit must be given 
to these rumours,” the Minister said; but nevertheless it is necessary to be 
forearmed for every eventuality. The circumstances of Europe are such 
that Holland is bound to be cautious, so that we must spare no sacrifices 
which may be required for the maintenance of our independence. It 
needs no comments that such an alarming contradiction, that evidently re- 
ferred to the scheme for the reorganisation of the army, and to invite the 
Chamber to vote the high estimates for the department of war and navy, 
did not at all satisfy the members. He again was questioned for further 
explanations on the subject of the said rumours, and then the Minister onl 
declared most positively that no European Power had menaced Holland. 
In the meantime the guarded language of the Minister, and his reference 
to prospective dangers, have produced a very bad impression throughout 
the country, and generally it is considered that he only was so restrictive 
to support by underhand means the carrying of the Budgets. The spread- 
ing of these rumours, it is loudly said, is only a trick of the Conservatives. 

According to the addresses that were sent to the Second Chamber bv 
some Rotterdam and Amsterdam merchants connected with the Japan 
trade, requesting an indemnification for those traders who experienced 
losses by the war in 1863, one of the M.P.’s—Mr. Viruly—stated in 
one of the last sittings that the Minister of Foreign Affairs was in the 
wrong by denying that our Government should be accountable for these 
losses. That member was of opinion that the very high indemnification 
which was paid by the Japan Government to ours did not tend only to pay 
the damages of the man-of-war, the Medusa, but also for the losses expe- 
rienced by the traders, and therefore he supported the tenor of the address, 
notwithstanding he thought that the claims of the merchants were too high. 
Our Government, he concluded, is still more obliged to pay an indemnifi- 
cation, because the Japan Government does not pay the tribute out of its 
own treasury, but a tax is laid upon the foreign trade. He intimated that 
a close inquiry will be made by the Government about this question. 
Other members seconded this wish ; they all were convinced that the Japan 
traders did not have any right to claim for indemnifications, but the 
Government having encouraged the trade with that country, is obliged, in 
@ moral way, to pay them. Jhr, de Casembroot, who was in Japan during 
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that war, contested the claims. He was of opinion that it would be a very 
dangerous precedent were the Government to consent, and he said that 
the merchants had no right whatever, because nobody had ordered the 
Europeans to leave Japan or to store their valuable merchandises on board 
of ships. They have done it, he asserted, upon their own instigation, and, 
therefore, they only have to pay the losses and costs caused by these 
measures. [He stated, finally, that all their valuable papers were put safe 
on board of the men-of-war. The Minister, answering to these assertions, 
stated that he had the firm conviction that these traders had no right to 
ciaim indemnifications, and therefore he declined to ask that a credit for 
this purpose should be granted to him now; but he will reconsider the 
question when the traders shall have given him full information to state 
that they had experienced, indeed, losses. Since this debate our papers 
deal with this question. Amongst the defenders of the claims appear Mr. 
G. F. Plate, former partner of the Japan firm Carst, Lels, and Co., but his 
motives are strongly opposed by the Captain Lieutenant of the Navy, J. 
E. de Man, former commander of the Dutch squadron in the Japanese 
waters, who condemns very severely these ciaims. He adds that in place 
of this war having caused losses to the traders, they ‘have made enormous 
profits out of it. Not only have they gained a great deal of money by pro- 
viding the men-of-war and by buying the bills of exchange of the com- 
manders, but since they have made such enormous pecuniary advantages 
that he is of opinion that Japan is now a sort of New California. The 
more he rejects these claims, because not one of the soldiers who took part 
in this expedition has profited a farthing, neither of the seized guns or the 
sum paid by the Japan Government—viz., 3,060,000 dollars. 

About the Japan matters the minister further stated that our trade 
henceforth will duly be represen‘ed’there by consuls, from which dignities, 
however, he will not exclude the ayents of the Dutch Trading Company, 
as some members of Parliament wished that he should do. Then pass- 
ing upon European matters, he stated that the commercial treaty with 
North Germany was ready, and that also, within a short delay,a new 
smuggling treaty with Prussia will be concluded. The question about the 
relation between our province of Limburg with the ex-German League 
—which is still unsettled—was adroitly fenced, notwiths tanding the minis- 
ter was pressed closely to give ample information. After some pour- 
parlers about the steadiness of the psedagogycal-anti-revolutionry princi- 
ples of this minister, this budget was carried with 39 against 33 votes. At 
the last moment of the debate, Mr. van Zuylen experienced an echec, 
because an amendment Sto decrease the credit asked for the salaries of 
our corps diploma'ique with 9,200f. passed.

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RUSSIA, GERMANY, &c. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.)

Senator Kirchenfrauer, Hamburg’s Plenipotentiary for settling the draft 
of the new German Federal Constitution, objected to several parts of the 
proposal, and these objections are appended to the protocol of the final 
sitting of the conference held at Berlia on the 7th of February. The 
following is a summary of his principal remarks. — 

Ad. Sec. 51 (relating to the creation of a Federal flag).—If Hamburg 
cousents to the creation of a new Federal flag for all the ships of the States 
belonging ‘to the Bund, and the abolition of their own hitherto existing 
separate flags, of which however nothing is said in the Prussian funda- 
mental proposals of the 10th of June last for the constitution of a new 
Confederation, it can only be on the understanding that the material disad- 
vantages attendant on such an alteration be guarded against as much as 
possible ; and that those States be allowed to use their own fags, not only. 
till the general international recognition of the new Federal flag, but also 
with reference to the transfer of the rights and privileges enjoyed by those 
separate flags as secured by treaty with European and non-European 
States. Asa preliminary measure, it will therefore be necessary to make 
the usual notifications combined with a revision of the treaties of pavi- 
gation at present in force, and some legal enactment as to the conditions 
acquired to obtain the right of wearing the new Federal flag. 

Ad. Sec. 52 (concerning the appointment of Federal consuls in foreign 
countries).—If the new Federal consuls are to replace those of the 
separate States, power must be reserved to the German Maritime Govern- 
ments to give the Federal consuls instructions and orders, and to receive 
from them direct reports and despatches. Not only is great stress laid at 
Hamburg on the reservation of this right, but equally 90 on enjoying a 
potent voice in the choice of places suited for Federal consulates, and the 
appointment of gentlemen competent to fill these offices, as well as the fees 
permitted to be taken by them, tv which privilege Hamburg has an 
undoubted claim, from the fact that the Hanseatic cities are almost ex- 
clusively the mediators of the trade between Germany and transatlantic 
countries. 

The Plenipotentiaries for Bremen and Lubeck having declared their 
full concurrence with the above, th> Prussian Plenipotentiary replied :—~— 

Ad. Sec. 51.—That it was an understood thinz that the separate States 
would continue to make use of their own flags till the international recogni- 
tion of the new Federal flag on the part of all other maritime States, and 
till their rights and privileges were legally transferred to the new flag ; and 

Ad. Sec. 52.~That the seperate maritime States of Germany, would have 
the undoubted power of giving orders and instructions to theFederal consuls 
abroad, and requiring Reports from them on all commercial matters withia 
the jurisdiction of such consulates. The Hanseatic cities would moreover 
have a voice in the establishment of Federal consulates ia all countries 
and places out of Europe, and the appointment of competent persons to 
fill those offices. 

The Russian Postal Department at St. Petersburg gives public noties

The well-known premises at the corner of Lombard-street 
and Birchin-lane, belonging to Overend. Gurney, and Co., 
were sold at public auction to Messrs. Glyn, Mills, and Co., 
bankers, for £29,500. 

The amount of bullion by the P. and O. Company’s steamer 
Nyanza, from Southampton on the 4th inst., was, in silver, to 
Bombay, £17,080. There has been a fair supply, including the 
bars brought by the Zasmanian, which have been disposed of 
for tbe Continent at 5s. 03d. per oz. standard, being the price 
obtained for those by the previous packet, and since current. 
There is still no general inquiry for silver remittances to 
the East. The large amount of Mexican dollars by the 7'as- 
manian, above £500,000 was sold, the early part of the week for 
transmission to the Continent at 4s. lig¢d. per oz., showing na 
alteration from the price lately current. 


MANCHESTER MARKETS. 

The following is from Sam Mendela’ Manchester Circular of the 12th. 

There is little demand here generally, and, compared with some days 
past pricesfare weaker. To-day there is more anxiety to make sales, but 
the offers are mostly too low to find acceptance. Yarns have found rather 
more favour to-day both for the Home demand aod Export, at prices 
fully equal to those accepted(at the close of last week. Quotations are— 
Grey Shirtings, 7 |b., 10s. 3d. to 103. 6d.; 8} Ib., 12s. 6d. Cotton Yarns 
Nos. 16 to 24, are 17d. to 18d. 





THE HONG KONG MINT. 
The following are the principal points in the report of the 
commission appointed to inspect the Hong Kong Mint :— 


“ It is practicable at comparatively moderate cost to increase the coining 
and melting power of the Mint so as to insure its becoming profitable if it 
can only be supplied with silver. 

“We have come reluctantly to the conclusion, always provided that the 
Mexican dollars will be procurable as heretofore, that there are no reason- 
able grounds for the belief that the public will, under present conditions, 
supply the Mint with sufficient silver to beep it in paying operation, or, in 
other words, that the public will pay two per cent. seignorages to have 
their silver convected into British dollars. ‘Tradal experience has left no 
room to doubt that 20 long as the two coins be of the same weight and 
purity, the Chinese will not account the Hong Kong dollar of more 
value to them than the Mexican, and the public therefore will not 
pay two per cent. for. the conversion of the latter into the former, 
nor will it answer their purpose to have their sycee or bar silver so coined 
into British dollars unless these two forms of bullion should happen to be 
rating mach below their intrinsic value aa compared with defaced or 
chopped currency, or clean coin happen to be bearing a premium. As to 
a recurrence of the latter contingency, not overlooking the fact that two 
coins would now divide its benefit, it must be remembered that the 
premium borne in 1862 and 1863 by undefaced Mexican dollars over dis- 
figured ones was entirely due to exceptional circumstances at that time 
prevailing in North China and Japan, which for the past twelve months 
have altogether ceased to exist. Foreign trade with Japan first rose into 
consequence in 1860, and speedily led to a vast demand for Mexican 
dollars, because the Japanese, ignorant then of suitability to their wants of 
western manufactures, would accept only these coins in exchange for their 
produce, and because they at that time placed upon gold, as compared with 
silver, a value far below that which the former metal bore in most other 
parts of the world. 

“In our opinion the pecuniary object of the Hong Kong Royal Mint, 
namely, the production of British dollars, will not make it a paying con- 
eern ; but with regard to the subsidiary coinage of fractional parts of a 
dollar there is so much necessity for that here that we think it will always 
return a profit upon its own cost to the Mint, but the extent of that profit 
it will be impossible to estimate until we know how far the colony and the 
neighbouring parts of China will absorb such coinage. 

* We are unable to discern any further circumstances materially affect- 
ing the chance of rendering the Hong Kong Royal Mint a paying concern 
unless it be that the Chinese Government will either make the British 
dollars the universal currency of China or employ the Mint to fabricate 
Imperial Chinese coin. For more definite information upon these points 
we would suggest an application to Pekin or the Home Government. 
At the same time we would point out that any action on the part of the 
Chinese Government to prove of real use must comprehend the whole Em- 
pire ; it will not do merely to authorise the receipt by tael of British 
dollars at the Treasuries of certain public departments, because they 
would be as inevitably melted as is the case at present with other coins, 
when the Chinese customs freely accept them in common with all other 
coins of similar standard by the old system of weight. Of course similar 
action on the part of the Japanese would lead to'the same beneficial results, 
and we doubt both that country and the Straits Settlements, under any 
circumstances would absorb a large amount of the coin in time, if freely 
procurable, but they no more than China can afford to pay two cents. 
seignorage for such an advantage. 

‘““ We would observe that a change has lately taken place in the coinage 
of the Mexican dollar. This, together with the influence which the open- 
ing of a new line of steamers between Panama, San Francisco, Japan, and 
Hong Kong early in the ensuing year, may have on the money market 

in China, are matters which time alone can decide,” 
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ARTICLES OF IMPORT. 


Tea.— We have again to report a very dull market, business being on 
a very limited scale, notwithstanding the very large deliveries in progress. 
There has been a reduction in price on the fair to good kinds, both of 
blackish and reddish leaf Congou, but otherwise prices have been fairly 
maintained. Moning kinds of siftings are difficult of sale at the reduction 
last quoted; Kaisow kinds remain much as before. There has been a 
good demand for broken-leaf kinds at from 8d. to 10d. per Ib. Fair to 


good common have sold steadily at from Is. to Is. O}d. per lb. Fair to 
good flavoury kinds have sold ata decline of $d. tojld. per lb. Fine to finish 
Kaisows have met witha fair demand at former prices. Pak Lings 
show no alteration, Common to fair blackish-leaf kinds remain as 
before, the demand being moderate. Fair to good have been sold ata 
decline of about Id. per lb. Fine have only been saleable in small parcels, 
but prices are firmly supported. New-made Canton kinds remain as be- 
fore. Oolongs continue in request; a few have been taken for export; fine 
to finest are wanted for home consumption, Tlowery Pekoes are still 
neglected. In Scented Capers there has been a fair business done, and 
prices have an upward tendency for common to good kinds. Fine are also 
wanted. Canton-made Orange Pekoes remain difficult of sale at the low 
rices current. Foochow kinds have sold at previous rates. Green: 
here has been a steady demand, buyers for the Canada market taking 
Young Hysons, chiefly Ping Suey kinds, at a further advance of 4d. per 
lb. Hysons have been inquired for, but are very scarce ; fine quality, 3s. 
to 3s. 3d. per Ib. Gunpowders have been in demand for home consump- 
tion, fine Moyunes selling at rather higher prices. In Japan-leaf the in- 
quiry for coloured sorts has fallen off; of uncoloured leaf there is none in 
first hands on offer. Public sales, comprising 15,575 packages, of which 
12,601 were offered ‘ without reserve," commenced on the 5th and termi- 
nated on the 6th inst.; a heavy feeling prevailed throughout, and prices 
tended in favour of the trade. The stock in the United Kingdom on the 
28th ultimo was estimated at 93,300,000 Ibs., against 94,500,000 last 
year, and the cargoes afloat up to last mail's advices are as follows. The

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GRANTS TRANS-MONGOLIAN TELEGRAMS. 


VIA KIACHTA. 








This line, which has for its object ths most rapid transmission of Tolegrams between Shanghai and Europe and vce versa, 
was organised in the spring of 1866, and although during the first two months it did not realise the expectations of the pro- 
jector, who proposed to forward messages between Europe and China in 12 days, yet, considering the fact of its being a new 
acheme and oné subject to many difficulties at first, it is satisfactory to know that all the Telegrams despatched from Shanghai 
for London have invariably during the last three months reached their destination long before those forwarded vid Galle, and the 
fact, which is patent to all the large mercantile houses of Shanghai, that many thousands of pounds have been saved by the earlier 
Telegrams which have been transmitted by this line, is a sufficient proof of its sound and practical utility.
